General  Characteristics  of  the  District 

The  District  covers  an  area  of  94,957  acres, 
approximately  143  square  miles,  comprising  17  parishes  and 
has  a  progressively  rising  population,  which  has  now  reached 
53,130  -  an  increase  of  21%  since  the  end  of  1950,  and  13$ 
since  the  end  of  1955» 

It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  River  Test  and 
the  Southampton  Water,  on  the  South  by  the  Solent  and  the 
Lymington  Borough,  on  the  West  by  the  Ringwood  and  Fording- 
bridge  Rural  District  Council  and  on  the  North  by  the  Romsey 
and  Stockbridge  Rural  District  Council,  The  unique  and  pre¬ 
dominating  feature  of  the  District  is,  of  course,  the  ancient 
Crown  Forest,  a  region  of  exceptional  natural  beauty  and  a 
home  of  ancient  rights  and  privileges.  The  area  within  the 
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perambulation  of  the  Forest  is  some  92,000  acres,  of  which 
the  larger  portion  lies  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Rural 
District.,  The  principal  industries  in  the  Forest  are, 
naturally,  forestry  and  agricultures,  whilst  the  areas  out¬ 
side  the  perambulation  of  the  Forest,  the  waterside  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Eling,  Dibden,  Marchwood  and  Fawley  are 
mainly  industrial,  including  timber  works,  small  ship¬ 
building  yards,  tar  distilleries,  the  wellknown  Esso  Oil 
Refinery,  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  Power  Station 
at  Marchwood  and  other  light  industries. 

In  these  parishes  industrial  development 
continues  to  increase  and  they  contain  the  larger  centres 
of  population,  equivalent  to  approximately  62%  of  the  total 
population  of  the  District, 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly 
made  up  of  plateau  gravel  and  sandy  marly  clays.

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Ambulance  Facilities 

The  ambulances  operating  in  the  area  are  controlled 
from  the  County  Council’s  main  station  at  Hillcroft,  New 
Street,  Lymington  (Tel  :  Lymington  2331)  and  all  requests  for 
transport  should  be  made  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of  that 
Station,, 


The  work  in  the  area  is  shared  between  the  main 
station  at  Lymington  and  the  sub-stations  at  Totton  and  Fawley, 
with  assistance  from  the  adjoining  sub-stations  at  Ringwood, 
Christchurch,  New  Milton  and  Romsey.  All  types  of  cases  are 
conveyed,  with  the  exception  of  smallpox  cases,  for  which 
special  arrangements  are  made.

Water 

Further  extensions  of  the  Statutory  Water  Under¬ 
takers  water  mains  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
parishes  of  Brockenhurst,  Boldre,  Dibdens  Eling,  Fawley  and 
Sway,  and  the  percentage  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
having  a  main  supply  in  the  house  is  91% »  (see  table  infra 
for  particulars). 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  two  Statutory 
Undertakings,  the  Southampton  Corporation  and  the  West  Hants 
Water  Company,  the  District  Council  (water  being  purchased  in 
bulk  from  the  Statutory  Undertakers)  and  two  private  estates. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  is  obtained 
from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Timsbury,  Twyford  and  Otter- 
bourne  and  the  River  Itchen. 

Softening  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  the 
"lime  process"  and  sterilisation  by  "chloramination'1 . 

The  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company 
comes  from  two  sources,  the  first  being  the  River  Avon  at  Knapp 
Mill  where  treatment  consists  of  rapid  and  slow  sand  filtration, 
followed  by  super  chlorination  and  dechlorination.  The  other 
source  is  a  well  in  the  chalk  at  Hale,  where  the  only  treat¬ 
ment  necessary  is  chloramination . 

In  parts  of  the  District  outside  the  limits  of  supply 
of  the  Statutory  Undertakers,  i„e.  Emery  Down,  the  District 
Council  have  provided  main3,  water  being  purchased  in  bulk  from 
the  Statutory  Undertakers.  (Note  the  supply  to  the  parishes  of 
Bramshaw  and  Minstead  wa s  taken  over  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water 
Company  on  1st  January,  I960). 
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In  the  village  of  Exbury,  a  piped  supply  in  the 
houses  is  provided  by  the  Exbury  Estate.  The  source  of 
supply  is  from  a  deep  well,  some  300  ft.  in  depth,  from  which 
water  is  pumped  to  a  water  tower,  then  by  gravitation  to  the 
houses  and  school. 

The  Beaulieu  Village  also  has  a  piped  supply  in  the 
houses  and  the  school,  provided  by  the  Estate.  In  addition, 
a  supply  is  available  from  the  mains  of  the  West  Hampshire 
Water  Company.  The  supply  is  gravitational  from  an  ancient 
spring  "The  Monks  Well",  situated  at  Hilltop. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation 
is  subject  to  regular  bacteriological  examination  and  during 
the  year  316  samples  were  taken,  all  complying  with  the 
standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  River  Avon  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire 
Water  Company  is  examined  daily  by  the  Company’s  Works  Chemist, 
and  the  bore-hole  supply  weekly.  Monthly  independent  check 
samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  also  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

Formal  and  informal  action  under  the  Public  Health 
Aet  1936  and  Water  Act  1945,  resulted  in  6  dwelling  houses 
having  well  supplies  being  provided  with  a  main  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  progress  in  modernising  and 
enlarging  the  Brockenhurst  and  Hythe  Sewage  disposal  works 
continued,  and  the  work  is  due  for  completion  in  I960, 

The  extension  of  the  Brockenhurst  sewers  to  the 
South  Weirs  area  was  commenced  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
has  been  completed, 

A  further  Public  Inquiry  was  held  at  Sway  on  the 
26th  November,  into  the  Sway  Sewerage  Scheme,,  The  Minister 
has  since  given  his  approval  and  it  is  anticipated  the  work 
will  commence  in  I960, 

Commencing  in  August  individual  complaints  and 
petitions  were  received  from  the  residents  on  the  new  housing 
estate  at  Rushington,  Totton,  of  objectionable  smells  emanating 
from  the  Eling  Sewage  Works, 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the 
gross  overloading  of  these  works  «nd  the  conditions  arising 
therefrom  and  the  associated  inadequate  sludge  digestion 
facilities.  The  Council  accepted  that  having  regard  to  the 
proposed  additional  treatment  works  at  Slowhill  Copse,  March- 
wood,  it  would  still  be  necessary  to  provide  additional  sludge 
digestion  tanks  at  the  Eling  Works  to  deal  with  the  additional 
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volume  of  sewage  from  the  proposed  schemes  for  the  Parishes 
of  Netley  Marsh  and  Copythorne  to  prevent  a  continuation  of 
the  smell  nuisance.  It  was  resolved  that  duplicate  tanks 
be  installed  and  included  in  conjunction  with  the  Council 3 s 
proposals  for  the  Netley  Marsh  and  Oopythorne  sewerage  schemes 
and  proposed  additional  treatment  works  at  Marchwood  to  be 
the  subject  of  a  public  inquiry.  The  inquiry  was  held  on 
24th  March,  I960,  and  the  decision  of  the  Minister  is  now 
awaited.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

The  proposed  weekly  service  extension  to  the 
parishes  of  Lyndhurst  and  Brockenhurst  was  introduced  in 
August. 


A  weekly  service  now  operates  in  the  parishes  of 
Eling,  Dibden,  Fawley,  Lyndhurst  and  Brockenhurst.  The 
combined  population  of  these  parishes  is  estimated  to  be 
36,088  -  equivalent  to  68%  of  the  total  population.  In 
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the  remaining  parishes  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
fortnightly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  and  a  weekly 
collection  of  trade  and  other  refuse,, 

While  the  weekly  and  fortnightly  service  has 
again  been  maintained  without  major  breakdown  the  continue 
ing  increase  in  the  population  associated  with  the  problem 
of  recruiting  and  retaining  labour  has  again  proved  to  be 
most  difficult  to  achieve „  The  number  of  complaints  of 

non-collection  have  been  relatively  few  and  it  is  thought 
speaks  well  for  the  administration  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  men  employed  in  this  important  service  carry  out  their 
duties  frequently  under  most  trying  conditions,  and  in  face 
of  the  ever  increasing  road  traffic  congestion,. 

The  nature  of  refuse  as  compared  with  pre-war, 
when  ash  and  organic  matter  predominated  has  changed  materially, 
and  now  consists  in  the  main  of  bottles,  tins,  jars,  paper 
and  cardboard*  This  factor  reflects  in  the  costs  of  disposal, 
in  that,  with  the  nature  of  the  present  day  refuse  more 
covering  material  is  necessary  for  sealing  purposes  to  produce 
satisfactory  anaerobic  biolysis* 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  on  four  sites  situated  at  Marchwood,  Dibden  Purlieu, 
Stoney  Cross  and  Setley,  Brockenhurst* 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  Little  Holbury 
disused  gravel  pits,  Fawley,  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  from 
the  parishes  of  Dibden,  Fawley  and  Beaulieu  were  unsuccessful 
and  the  Council  agreed  to  acquire  by  compulsory  purchase  order* 
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Subsequent  negotiations  however*  resulted  in  the 
Council  having  a  satisfactory  lease  on  the  site  comprising 
approximately  70  acres ,  Disposal  will  commence  during  1960o 

Unauthorised  dumping  principally  on  the  Marchwood 
and  Stoney  Cross  sites  again  took  place  without  being  able  to 
trace  the  offenders..  Sorting  over  of  refuse  at  Marchwood

ceased  for  a  time  after  successful  prosecutions  against  gypsy 
type  persons o  Further  prosecutions  are  pending,, 

All  sites  were  test«baited  and  inspected  regularly 
for  rat  and  insect  pest  infestation  and  all  were  found  generally 
free  from  infestation. 

Staff 

The  collection  staff  was  increased  by  a  driver  and 
two  ashbinaen  with  the  introduction  of  a  weekly  service  in  the 
parishes  of  Lyndhurst  and  Broekenhurst,

All  refuse  vehicles  are  provided  with  washing  facilities 
for  crews  and  clean  hand  towels  are  supplied  daily  under  contract 
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Salvage  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme 

The  Gross  Income  from  the  sale  fif  salvage  fell  to 
£900o14o9d.  as  against  £l,120.19o6d.  in  1958,  due  to  a  fall 
in  prices o  The  amount  for  distribution,  calculated  on  the 
tonnage  basis  of  the  Council's  Scheme  was  £600.10.  0d>  equivalent 
to  £17.17.  6d.  per  man  with  a  full  year's  service,  as  compared 
with  £14.12.  Id.  last  year.  The  amount  for  distribution  per 
man  was  higher  than  that  for  1958  as  at  the  Public  Health 
Committee  on  the  5th  January,  1959 s  It  was  proposed  that  the 
basis  be  amended  as  follows  s- 

a.  On  the  first  300  tons  per  annum,  2/3rds  of 

the  gross  income  would  be  allowed, 

b.  In  the  excess  of  300  tons  per  annum,  9/l0ths 

of  the  gross  income, 

and  at  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the  16th  February,  the 
proposed  amended  basis  was  confirmed  subject  to  a  maximum  bonus 
of  not  more  than  £26.  per  man  with  twelve  months  service.  The 
amended  basis  was  brought  about  by  the  fall  in  salvage  prices 
to  offset  the  affect  of  reducing  the  bonus  value  to  the  men. 

Transport 

In  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  three  Dennis 
12  cubic  yard  side  loading  type  vehicles  with  diesel  engines 
were  brought  into  the  fleet.  They  were  required  to  implement 
the  weekly  service  referred  to  and  by  the  accumulated  develop¬ 
ment  which  has  taken  place. 

The  fleet  is  made  up  of  eight  refuse  collection 
vehicles  with  petrol  engines  arid  six  with  diesel  engines.  The 
Council's  policy  of  replacing  obsolete  petrol  vehicles  with 
diesel  power  units  is  without  doubt  the  right  one.  The  follow¬ 
ing  abridged  tables  show  a  considerable  saving  in  fuel  costs.

Salvage  and  Trade  Refuse 

There  were  82  Agreements  in  force  at  the  end  of 

the  year. 


The  weight  of  materials  salvaged  and  disposed  of 
amounted  to  221  tons  as  compared  with  229  tons  in  the  previous 

year. 

Litter 

The  Council  have  provided  70  litter  baskets 
at  sites  in  those  parts  of  the  Forest  which  are  popular  for 
picnic  parties  and  also  at  bus  stops  in  the  built-up  parts 
of  their  district.  A  contract  has  also  been  entered  into 
with  the  Elton  Civic  Supplies  to  supply  a  further  30  litter 
bins  to  be  erected  at  bus  stops  in  the  built-up  areas. 

In  addition,  the  Forestry  Commission  have  provided 
37  chalet  type  litter  bins  at  camping  sites  and  other  popular 
parts  of  the  Forest,  and  the  County  Council  a  similar  type  at 

lay-byes. 


The  litter  baskets  provided  by  the  Council  are  emptied 
by  the  Council  as  frequently  as  possible  during  the  summer  season, 
and  at  regular  intervals  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  Forestry  Commission  and  the  Highway  Authority 
undertake  the  emptying  of  their  own  bins. 
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CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Council’s  Scheme  for 
the  cleansing  of  certain  cesspools  free  of  direct  cost,  was 
supervised  and  administered  by  the  department , 

The  Cleansing  Company  (Southern  Counties)  Limited, 
of  Botley  were  again  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  work 
under  contract  and  did  so  in  their  usual  courteous  and 
efficient  manner,. 

Considering  the  uncertain  nature  of  this  type  of 
work  an  unusually  small  number  of  complaints  were  received. 

In  several  cases  however,  where  occupiers  of  premises  were 
not  at  home  when  the  cesspools  were  cleansed,  especially 
where  the  cesspools  were  defective  and  admitted  sub-soil  water, 
there  was  some  doubt  on  the  part  of  the  householders  as  to 
whether  the  work  had  been  done 5  to  try  and  remove  this  doubt, 

the  vehicle  drivers  now  carry  printed  notices  stating  the  date 
and  time  of  clearance  and  number  of  loads  removed  and  suggesting 
that  if  the  occupier  is  not  satisfied  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  should  be  notified.  On  two  occasions  a  member  of  the 
staff  was  required  to  adjudicate  and  was  able  in  both  cases  to 
convince  the  householder  that  the  work  had  been  done  in  a  proper 
manner  and  that  it  was  the  cesspool  at  fault  and  not  the  Cleansing 
Company, 


The  Contractors  make  every  effort  to  carry  outfall 
services  as  per  schedule  but  if  through  unavoidable  reasons 
the  schedule  fails  to  be  maintained  it  is  most  difficult  to 
recover,  as  the  operation  of  several  vehicles  in  the  one  area 
will  undoubtedly  overload  the  disposal  area. 

Disposal  was  once  again  the  major  worry  but  not  so 
severe  as  in  previous  years  as  there  was  a  long  dry  period  which 
allowed  the  site  at  Newbridge  Common  to  be  used  to  its  fullest 
extent^  even  so,  the  vehicles  were  "rescued”  on  numerous 
occasions  and  the  Contractor  forced  to  put  down  over  150  tons 
of  ballast  in  an  endeavour  to  maintain  the  hard  tracks. 
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Cesspool  cleansing  in  the  Fawley  area  has  been 
considerably  reduced  allowing  the  disposal  area  at  Badminston 
Gravel  Pit  to  be  used  sparingly;  before  the  new  sewers  were 
constructed  this  pit  frequently  became  overloaded „ 

Applications  for  cesspools  to  be  cleansed  at 
premises  constructed  during  the  year  and  at  existing  premises 
without  previous  service  totalled  137  with  77  being  new 
constructions  and  110  where  drainage  of  premises  had  been 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system;  the  service  was 
discontinued  at  4  properties  in  the  Fawley  areac 

At  the  end  of  the  year  2,332  premises  were  included 
in  the  cesspool  emptying  scheme  at  a  cost  of  £6,116  (1st  January 
to  31st  December,  1959)  compared  with  £5,972.  in  1958e 

The  Contract  prices  remained  the  same  as  in  1958 
and  are  as  follows  s

The  "total  number  of  caravans  permitted  in  the 
conditions  of  the  licences  being  401,  The  largest  site  in 
the  parish  of  Fawley  has  a  permitted  number  of  33  caravans. 
Work  of  providing  drainage,  water  supply  and  other  incidental 
works  on  this  site  were  completed  during  the  year.  Works  on 
two  other  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Netley  Marsh  and  Dibden  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  licences  were  also  completed. 

All  sites  are  now  provided  with  main  water,  drainage 
and  sanitary  accommodation. 
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Site  licences  are  subject  to  the  following 
conditions  i 

i.  Water  Supply  s 

Main  water  to  be  supplied  to  a  sufficient 
number  of  properly  constructed  standpipes,  so 
that  there  is  at  least  one  standpipe  for  every 
five  caravans,  erected  in  positions  agreed  by 
the  Council o 

ii.  Drainage  : 

The  construction  of  a  proper  drain  for  the 
disposal  of  waste  water;  such  drain  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  at  least  one  gully  for  every  five 
caravans  and  shall  discharge  to  a  public  sewer 
or  properly  constructed  sealed  cesspools. 

iii.  Sanitary  Conveniences  : 

At  least  one  W.C.  for  every  five  caravans 
provided  with  proper  drains  discharging  into 
public  sewer  or  properly  constructed  sealed 
cesspools.  This  proviso  being  satisfied,  if 
individual  caravans  are  provided  with  a  chemical 
closet  and  satisfactory  means  of  disposal  is 
provided. 

iv.  Refuse  Disposal  : 

The  site  operator  providing  each  caravan 
with  a  proper  sanitary  dustbin. 

Note  :  The  collection  of  refuse  from  all 

sites  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  - 
weekly  in  those  parishes  where  there 
is  a  weekly  service  and  fortnightly 
in  others. 

v.  Space  to  be  kept  free  between  any  two  such 
caravans  -  20  feet. 

Copies  of  all  licences  granted  and  refusal  notices 
served  are  sent  to  the  Area  Planning  Officer. 

Four  applications  for  new  individual  licences 
were  received  during  the  year  of  which  two  were  refused. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  24  individual  caravans  were  licenced  - 
one  less  than  1958. 
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The  position  in  regard  to  the  use  of  caravans  for 
residential  purposes  remain  substantially  as  in  past  years. 

The  report  by  Sir  Arton  Wilson  "Caravans  as  Homes" ,  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  published 
in  November,  deals  very  clearly  with  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  problems  which  arise  in  connection  with  caravans  used  as 
residential  accommodation0  It  does  not  make  any  recommen¬ 
dations,  being  confined  to  a  fact  finding  investigation. 

It  is  however  hoped  the  report  will  result  in  a  strengthening 
of  the  powers  of  local  authorities  in  controlling  the  problems 
arising  from  this  form  of  housing  accommodation  as  the  power 
now  available  to  them  Is  considered  and  agreed  by  the  local 
authority  associations  as  inadequate. 

Progress  was  maintained  against  "shack"  type 
dwellings  established  on  licensed  sites  during  the  war,  and 
a  total  of  24  have  now  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  swimming  pool  at  "Foxlease",  Lyndhurst,  Is  a 
static  outdoor  pool,  constructed  of  concrete  with  a  capacity 
of  45,000  gallons,  being  fresh  water  drawn  from  the  Southampton 
Corporation  mains.  The  pool  is  situated  in  attractive 
surroundings  and  is  well  kept. 

The  County  Education  Authority  have  an  arrangement 
with  the  Girl  Guides  Association  whereby  children  from  Bartley 
Secondary  Modern  School  are  permitted  the  use  of  the  pool  on 
one  day  a  week  throughout  the  Summer  term. 

During  the  period  11th  June  to  23rd  July,  1959, 

859  children  from  the  school  used  the  pool,  compared  with  590 
in  the  same  period  of  1958.  The  extremely  long  period  of  hot 
weather  no  doubt  accounted  for  the  increase.  The  total 
number  of  bathers  during  that  period  was  3,167. 

21  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  with  one  exception,  proved  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  Of 
the  21  samples,  the  probable  number  of  faecal  coli  per  100  ml. 
was  0  in  10  samples,  0-5  in  8  samples,  35-50  in  2  samples  and 
180+  in  1  sample. 
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The  temperature  of  the  water  remained  fairly 
constant  ranging  between  65°F  and  72°F  in  June  and  68°F  to 
71°F  in  July  and  early  August » 

Chlorination  was  again  carried  out  as  required,  at  an 
average  of  twice  weekly^  depending  upon  the  numbers  of  bathers 
using  the  pool  and  the  water  was  changed  every  10-14  days„ 

At  the  time  of  writing,  information  has  been  received 
that  it  is  possible  the  swimming  pool  under  construction  at 
Bartley  Secondary  Modern  School  will  be  completed  and  in  use 
before  the  end  of  the  term  and  that  the  use  of  the  Foxlease 
swimming  pool  will  be  discontinued 0 


HOUSING 


During  the  year,  excluding  the  block  of  32  one- 
roomed  flatlets,  the  number  of  houses  completed  by  the 
Council  was  79  as  compared  with  112  in  1953 *  The  number 

built  by  private  enterprise  -  631,  was  the  highest  post-war 
number  completed,  the  previous  highest  being  555  in  1957o

The  experience  gained  at  Evergreens  suggests  that 
this  experiment  has  been  successful..  Nearly  all  the  persons 
rehoused  are  delighted  with,  the  accommodation  provided  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  flatlets  do  meet  an  urgent  need 
and  is  a  satisfactory  means  of  providing  accommodation  for 
elderly  people  in  order  that  they  may  maintain  an  independent 
way  of  life„  The  Housing  Officer  fells  me  that  in  the  first 
instance  some  applicants  were  reluctant  to  take  one  room 
flatlets j,  but  those  who  gave  them  a  trial  have  in  most  cases 
settled  down0  A  proportion  of  the  applicants  are  strongly 
of  the  opinion  that  they  would  not  feel  at  home  in  this  type 
of  accommodation,  and  there  are  others  who,  by  their  nature 
are  not  good  mixers ,  and  for  these  some  alternative  scheme 
for  rehousing  would  appear  to  be  necessary,, 

Unfit  Houses 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  again  made  satisfactory 
progress  and  a  further  43  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  werer-

The 
Bartley  Water  continues  to  be  polluted  by  the  effluent  from  the 
overloaded  Eling  Sewage  Works  and  in  the  upper  reaches  it  continues 
to  be  polluted  by  domestic  sewage  effluents  discharged  into  ditches 
from  houses  and  other  properties  in  the  parishes  of  Copythorne  and 
Netley  Marsh,  where  no  main  drainage  facilities  are  available. 

To  a  lesser  extent,  pollution  of  ditches  and  streams  takes  place  in 
other  non-sewered  parishes  and  action,  whenever  practicable,  has 
been  taken  to  remove  the  polluting  sources,  e.g.  overflows  from 
cesspits  and  direct  discharges  of  sink  waste. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Council's  proposals  for 
sewering  the  parishes  of  Copythorne,  Netley  Marsh  and  Sway  and  also 
the  proposed  works  for  improving  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from 
the  Eling  and  other  Disposal  Works,  under  "Sewerage  and  Drainage".

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955 

The  Council 5 s  Clean  Food  campaign  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  your 
Inspectorate  throughout  the  year.  Food  premises  of  all 
types  were  visited  and  it  was  found  that  of  the  29  premises 
primarily  inspected,  22  premises  were  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  and  7  premises  required  varying  degrees  of  attention 
and  alteration  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 
In  these  latter  cases,  advice  and  instruction  was  offered 
and  it  was  found  that  the  persons  concerned  were  mainly 
co-operative,  and  formal  action  was  not  considered  necessary. 
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Further  inspection  of  these  premises  has  shown  that  work 
has  been  commenced  in  a  number  of  cases  and  in  57  cases 
work  completed  during  the  year  was  sufficient  to  enable 
them  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations o 

Since  the  campaign  commenced  in  September  1956, 
a  total  of  522  food  premises  have  been  inspected  primarily, 
of  which  316  comply  and  206  do  not  reasonably  comply  with 
the  Regulations o  In  141  cases  of  the  latter,  work  has 
been  completed  to  enable  them  to  satisfy  the  Regulations, 
and  included  the  provision  of  washing  facilities,  with  a 
supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  to  126  premises „ 

Regulation  8  -  Risk  of  Contamination  to  Food 

The  investigation  as  to  possible  aerial  contamination 
of  open  food  displayed  for  sale  in  the  "open  air",  e.g.  shop 
forecourts,  was  commenced  in  September  1957,  and  continued 
until  October  1959 o  At  the  end  of  thi3  period,  67  samples 
had  been  taken  and  emmined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
but  no  evidence  of  any  harmful  organisms  was  found. 

At  an  Egg  Packing  Station  where  liquid  egg  is 
produced  for  sale  to  bakeries,  routine  samples  of  the  bulk 
products  have  again  been  taken  throughout  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

A  total  of  17  samples  was  taken,  all  of  which 
were  bacteriologieally  satisfactory  and  no  pathogenic  organisms 
of  the  food  poisoning  type  were  found.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  (THRESHING  8c  DIS¬

The  duties  imposed  upon  local  authorities  by 
Section  2  of  the  prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  to 
secure  so  far  as  practicable  that  the  district  is  kept  free 
from  rats  and  mice,  were  carried  out  by  a  Rodent  Officer  and 
an  Operator,  employed  full  time. 
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Advice  and  the  destruction  of  rats  and/or  mice 
on  private  premises  is  indirectly  free,  the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  General  Rate  Fund  and  by  way  of  Government 
grant.  Business  and  agricultural  properties  are  charged 
at  a  rate  of  7/-d.  per  hour,  either  by  an  "ad  hoc"  service 
or  yearly  contract.  Where  the  head  of  poultry  kept  on 
domestic  premises  is  in  excess  of  25,  and  the  produce  sold, 
the  Council  have  decided  such  premises  should  be  treated  as 
business  premises. 

Routine  and  systematic  inspection  of  agricultural 
properties  and  of  urban  properties  was  increased.  The  total 
number  of  inspections  made  was  1,890  as  against  1,704  in  1953. 

The  Ministry’s  advice  on  the  desired  ratio  of 
inspections  of  agricultural  property  was  again  in  excess  of 
the  one-in-eve ry- three  properties  a  year.  The  number  of 
inspections  was  increased  from  351  to  368  of  a  total  of  897 
properties. 


Thorough  inspection,  not  only  of  agricultural 
buildings  but  also  of  hedgerows,  ditches  and  other  likely 
places  of  infestation  on  farms  was  again  carried  out.  It  is 
found  that  re-infestation  often  occurs  when  inspection  and 
treatments  are  confined  to  farm  buildings  as  rats  will  travel 
considerable  distances  in  search  of  food. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  details  of  work  carried 
out  that  a  total  of  5,353  visits  were  made  for  the  purposes 
of  survey  and  disinfestation  work. 

The  triennial  test  baiting  of  sewers  in  the  parishes 
of  Eling,  Lyndhurst,  Brockenhurst,  Dibden  and  Fawley,  was 
carried  out  between  the  5th  April  and  the  10th  May. 

No  "takes"  were  recorded  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  therefore  that  they  were  free  from  infestation.

It  can  be  said  that  the  Statutory  duties  imposed 
upon  the  Council  by  the  Act  are  discharged  efficiently, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  control  of  the  agricultural  rat.

The  clinics  at  schools  have  been  continued.  The

Food  Poisoning 

15  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  -  7  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  In  one  family,  3  persons  were 
affected,  no  pathogenic  bacteria  were  found  in  the  specimens 
examined.  In  two  families,  two  persons  were  affected,  and 
in  each  case  salmonella  typhi-murium  were  isolated.  The 
remaining  eight  were  single  cases;  in  two,  salmonella  Newport 
were  isolated,  one  salmonella  typhi-murium,  another  salmonella 
enterididis  and  in  four,  no  pathogens  were  found. 


Poliomyelitis 

Eight  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified, 

7  were  paralytic,  three  of  whom  were  seriously  ill.  Five  of 
the  cases  were  in  the  parish  of  Elingj  the  first  was  notified 
at  the  end  of  February  and  the  remainder  up  to  the  middle  of 
March,  At  that  time  there  were  a  number  of  children  ill  with 
feverish  symptoms  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  some  of  them 
were  suffering  from  the  non- paralytic  type  of  the  disease. 

At  the  end  of  March  a  case  was  reported  at  Fawley, 
the  case  had  no  known  contact  with  any  of  the  cases  at  Eling, 
but  the  child  had  been  attending  the  out-patient  department 
of  a  Southampton  Hospital, 

In  the  middle  of  June  a  case  was  reported  at 
Brockenhurst ,  this  child  had  only  recently  become  resident 
in  the  district  and  was  probably  infected  before  arrival.

Whooping  Cough 

Only  eleven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified, 
four  of  which  were  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  one  in 
the  second  quarter  and  six  in  the  third  quarter.  No  child 
under  one  year  of  age  was  affected,  6  children  in  the  age 
group  1  to  4  years,  and  5  cases  in  the  age  group  5  to  9  years. 

This  is  the  smallest  number  of  cases  since  whooping 
cough  became  a  notifiable  disease.  In  recent  years  vaccination 
against  whooping  cough  has  been  widely  used  and  the  vaccine  has 
also  been  improved.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  illness, 
which  is  frequently  distressing,  and  sometimes  fatal,  can  now 
be  controlled.

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After-care  in  Tuberculosis 

The  Totton  and  District  T.B.  After-care  Committee 
continues  to  do  much  good  work  in  the  larger  part  of  the 
District.*  The  remainder  of  the  District,  namely  parts  of 
Brockenhurst,  Boldre,  Rhinefield  and  Sway,  is  looked  after 
by  the  Christchurch  Committee . 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  population  has  continued  to  increase,  having 
risen  by  an  estimated  1,420  to  53,130. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  higher,  being  20.0  as  compared 
with  19.5  in  1958.  The  National  Birth  Rate  is  16.5.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  20.6  (22  deaths)  is  again  below 
the  National  Rate  of  22.0. 

The  number  of  deaths  (526)  is  11  more  than  1958, 
the  Death  Rate  being  9.9  and,  after  application  of  the 
Comparability  Factor,  10o7|  the  National  Rate  for  1959  was 
11,6.  Of  the  total  deaths,  369  (69.8$)  occurred  in  persons 
aged  65  and  over,  of  whom  240  (43.5$)  were  aged  75  and  over. 
The  greatest  age  at  death  registered  was  97,  and  there  were 
23  deaths  in  the  over  90  age  group.  The  average  age  at 
death  was  65.9  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  again  been 
at  a  low  level.  I  have  already  commented  on  a  small  out¬ 
break  of  dysentery  in  the  parishes  of  Dibden  and  Eling. 

For  the  thirteenth  successive  year,  there  has  been 
no  case  of  Diphtheria.
